vice entrance located on the east side. 

Because of the 120 x 100 foot dimen- 
sions of the new center and the re- 
quirement of a service entrance, it was 
necessary last summer to raze the 
wooden farm-shop building and the 
Bowman model school of the former 
Dunn County Agricultural school and 
Normal school. 

The center will also occupy the 
present playground area of the Stout 
nursery school. Thus, to provide ade- 
quate playground space, Boeing 
house, next to the physical education 
building, was also removed. For the 
past year the Boeing residence had 
been occupied by 14 college students 
as a co-operative house with adult 
supervision. 

The exterior of the student center 
| will be basically brick and masonry 
panels. However, it is the plan of the 
architect to make maximum use of 
glass and aluminum. 

On the first floor will be a snack 
area, game room, hobby room, and 
room for equipment maintenance. An 
elevator, strictly for service purposes, 
is to be located at one end of the first 
floor. 

A large part of the second floor of 
the new structure will be a spacious 
area equipped both as a ballroom and 
as a center for use by large gather- 
ings. A round fireplace will be located 
in the center of second floor. Confer- 
ence rooms, office space and addition- 
al lounges are also to be included. 

The roof is to be constructed of Al- 
coa aluminum and covered with layers 
of gravel. Both the first and second 
floors willl have vinyl as floor cov- 
ering. 

Built on a self-liquidating basis in- 
stead of from tax funds, the student 
center will be paid for over a long per- 
iod by the college students who use its 
facilities. 

Responsible for much of the social 
program of Stout state college is Dr. 
Ralph G. Iverson, director of student 
personnel services. In summing up the 
significance of Stout’s new student 
center to that program, Dr. Iverson 
points out: 

“More than at many colleges, Stout 
students enroll from distant points 
and are therefore on the campus each 
week end. Such young people have 
real need of facilities for social activ- 
ity. For students from our own vicini- 
ty, many of whom live at home, the 
new center will be a place in which 
they can gather with the rest of the 
student body for more active partici- 
pation in college life. Thus these 
splendid facilities will help Stuot 
toward its goal of encouraging devel- 
opment of all phases of student en- 
deavor.”

COLLEGES REACH 
ENROLLMENT HIGH 


Wisconsin’s 10 state colleges report- 
ed an enrollment of 13,480 students 
this month, a record high almost 12 per 
cent above last fall. Late registrations 
are swelling the total even more. 

“The increased enrollments at the 
colleges is surprising,” said Director 
Eugene R. McPhee, “particularly 
since the increased birth rate of the 
40’s is not yet in college. The big in- 
crease is still coming.” 

in the past tive years the colleges 
have more than doubled in size. Great- 
est growth has come at the college at 
Oshkosh, now the largest in the sys.- 
tem. But Platteville, Stevens Point, 
and Whitewater have also more than 
doubled since 1953 and every school 
has grown at east 75 per cent in size. 

Freshmen enrollment is 5,074 at the 
colleges, compared to 4,550 freshmen 
last fall. 

Shortages of teachers and supplies 
were worrying the college presidents 
as they planned for the new school 
year. Thirty-nine new teachers were 
requested and the Regents planned to 
seek financial help from the State 
emergency board. 

Early enrollments reported by the 
college presidents for the fall term 
were: Eau Claire, 1,584; La Crosse, 
1,764; Oshkosh, 1836; Platteville, 1,- 
280; Platteville Institute, 325; River 
Falls, 1,265; Stevens Point, 1,511; 
Stout at Menomonie 1,258; Superior, 
1,123; and Whitewater, 1,534.

Such books may not be renew- 
ed, and are subject to quite heavy 
fines, since rapid turn-over is impor- 
tant in this collection.

ROBERT BOSTWICK IS 
NEW FOOTBALL COACH 


The new look in Stout state foot- 
ball is due to the addition of head 
football coach Robert Bostwick to the 
Stout athletic staff. His energetic 
brand of coaching has given renewed 
life to area sports enthusiasts, as wit- 
nessed by the number of players and 
the size of last Saturday’s crowd at 
Nelson field. 

Coach Bostwick played high school 
ball at Washington H. S., Washing- 
ton, Iowa. He participated in football, 
basketball, track, and was an All 
State Iowa halfback. 

Mr. Bostwick won two major letters 
in football at the U. of Iowa in 1949- 
50. His athletic accomplishments also 
included two minor letters in basket- 
ball. 

Upon graduation. from the U. of Ia. 
with a B.S. Commerce degree, he 
entered the Air Force for two years 
and served as an athletic personnel 
officer. After ‘his release from duty, 
Mr. Bostwick returned to Iowa to 
complete graduate studies in Educa- 
tion. 

His first coaching duties were at 
East Peoria high school in Illinois as 
assistant coach for one year. He then 
accepted a position as assistant coach 
at Fort Dodge, Iowa. After one year 
as assistant, he assumed the capacity 
of head coach and held that position 
upon coming to Stout this fall. 


Coach Bostwick uses the split-T of- 
fensive pattern and utilizes a few 
plays with variations, such as splitting 
the ends and inside, outside belly 
series. The defensive patterns are 
basic plans adjustable to the ability of 
the player and to the opponent. “I feel 
this builds confidence in my men and 
allows him to participate to his capa- 
city,” says Bostwick. 

“T prefer a man with desire, speed 
and the will to work; the rest we can 
teach him,” he stated. “Fumbles, pen- 
alties, poor calling of plays, missed 
assignments, and intercepted passes 
can lose the games.” 

Upon this foundation rests a bright 
future for Stout football.

STOUT NAMED AS ONE OF LEADING INSTITUTIONS 
IN TEACHER PREPARATION FOR SECONDARY ED. 


“One of the leading University in- 
stitutions in the United States for the 
preparation of teachers in various 
fields of secondary education is Stout 


state college in Menomonie, Wiscon- 
sin.” So states the “Educazione Pro- 
fessionale e Instruzione Technica in 
U.S.A.” an educational journal recent- 
ly sent to Dr. Verne C. Fryklund, pres- 
ident of Stout. 

The journal is a publication of the 
Counsel of the Ministry of the Italian 
government, with headquarters in 
Rome. Evidence of Stout’s internation- 
al reputation is the stress which the 
Italian author-educators placed on the 
fact that they studied the college 
“three whole days” and also toured 
the “small city of Menomonie.” 

According to the committee, its vis- 
it was extremely interesting and use- 
ful, and revealed to us one of the most 
serious, concrete and suggestive as- 
pects of the American school organ- 
ization.” 

Because the committee believed it 
“ig necessary to print in detail the or- 


ganization of a Teachers College 
which is considered one of the most 
important in the United States,” they 
enumerated in detail Stout’s educat- 
jonal aims and goals. 

The Italians evidently were much 
impressed by the “ever-present, pre- 
cise goal of preparation of conscien- 
tious and responsible citizens.” The 


report also made considerable men- 
tion of “Stout’s comfortable library,” 
wide use of discussions, training in 
public speaking, and large measure of 
student self-government. 

During their three days on the Stout 
campus, the visiting committee mem- 
bers conferred with Dr. Verne C. Fryk- 
lund, college president and Dr. John 
A. Jarvis, dean of Stout’s school of in- 
dustrial education. 

Stout has a long-standing reputa- 
tion for attracting foreign students. 
Among enrollees last semseetr were 
students from 11 nations including 
Turkey, British Honduras, Ethiopia, 
Costa Rica, Cuba, Nicaragua, Jordan, 
Thailand, Korea, Indonesia and Can- 
ada.

The Stout chapter originated in 
1935.

Many different areas of work are 
included in the production of a play, 
and students are invited to participate 
in any or all 'of them.

As a senior at Wausau high school 
last spring, Wiederhoeft, working un- 
der his instructor, Warren Thomas, of 
ithe high school faculty, designed a 
bent laminated chair which featured 
upholstered seat, arm rests and back.

SWEDISH CRAFTSWOMAN 
TO GIVE TALK OCT. 20 


Miss Lisbeth Andersson, who is an 
artist-designer from Visby, Sweden, in 
the United States for a year’s visit, 
will give an illustrated talk on Swedish 
handicrafts at Stout state college, at 
7:30 p.m., October 20. The program 
will be held in the auditorium in Har- 
vey hall. 

Miss Andersson is employed as a 
textile designer at Cotlands’ (prov- 
ince) Hemslojd (Home Industry). 
Hemslojd is the Swedish organization 
of the Home Craft league which con- 
sists of craftsmen of many different 
varieties who produce items at home 
for sale in the commercial market. 
Miss Andersson designs and teaches 
the craft techniques. She does the ori- 
ginal designing needed before the 
home craft workers produce the items 
for sale. There is one of these Hem- 
slojds organized in each of the prov- 
inces of Sweden. 

Miss Andersson is a textile design- 
er and has consulted with churches, 
schools and other public institutions in 
the use and purchase of textiles and 
other craft items. She has also taught 
drawing in classes for dressmaking, 
courses in embroidery and classes in 
the use of home equipment. 

Miss Andersson is to be in this coun- 
try for a year, spending a good deal 
of the time teaching crafts at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and for programs 
in 4-H work and with the Rural artists 
association. She will show slides illus- 
trating Swedish handicrafts and some 
actual examples of the work.

Yes, Miss Mary Frances Cut- 
naw, who spends part of her time as 
dean of women and is also a member 
of the speech department, is always 
busy. 

In addition to being dean of women 
and assistant professor of speech, 
Miss Cutnaw is a member of the Ad- 
ministrative Council of the college and 
serves on the following committees:

STOUT’S AUDITORIUM 
HAS ‘NEW LOOK 


Venerable Stout auditorium, a cul- 
tural center well known to every 
music and drama enthusiast in the 
area, now has the “new look.” 

No, it won’t be the “sack look” or 
the “chemise look,” but a complete re- 
novation job from ceiling to the new 
red carpeting. The whole project be- 
gan when the administration of Stout 
state college decided that the hard 
wooden seats and creaking balcony 
stairs—installed over 40 years ago— 
had given their full measure of ser- 
vice. Thus $32,000 was made available 
by the’Board of regents of state col- 
leges for the new look, plus more 
comfort for patrons of Stout and also 
community concerts, theatrical pro- 
ductions and other performances. 

So, early last summer out came the 
old wooden seats. Then a crew of 
painters redecorated the entire aud- 
itorium in harmonizing shades of pas- 
tel grays. Restrooms were renovated. 
The creaky stairways to the balcon- 
ies were silenced. 

Although not apparent to the aud- 
ience, a very important factor in the 
renovation was of a modern counter- 
weight system to permit the stage 
crews to handle scenery and heavy 
stage lights efficiently and safely. The 
state of the former system was such 
that both stage crews and performers 
carried out their duties under hazard- 
ous conditions. 

With basic improvements complet- 
ed, installation of equipment began in 
the auditorium itself. A new front 
stage curtain in “Stout blue” replaces 
its wellworn brown predecessor. Red 
carpeting covers the foyer, aisles, and 
stairways. Even the famous old con- 
cert grand piano has a new finish. 

Perhaps the most important element 
for audience comfort is replacement 
of the wooden straight-backed auditor- 
ium chairs with 750 comfortable the- 
atre type seats in plastic and frieze 
covering. In an attractive blue and 
light grey color combination, these 
modern, self-lifting seats give a mod- 
ern “theatre” atmosphere to Stout’s 
much-used auditorium.

YELLOWJACKETS FOES 
FOR HOMECOMING 


Invading Nelson field for tomorrow 
afternoon’s homecoming tilt will be the 
Superior state Yellowjackets. Super- 
jor, coached by Americo Martorelli, 
has a veteran ball club with a big line 
and many outstanding backs. 

The Yellowjackets have an overall 
record of 8 wins and 8 losses. In con- 
ference play Superior sports a deceiv- 
ing 1-3 to date. La Crosse fell vic- 
tim by a 32-29 count, River Falls 
slapped them a 25-0 count, Eau Claire 
squeeked out a 17-14 victory and last 
week Oshkosh dropped the Jackets in- 
to the .250 bracket by a 20 to 15 game. 

In comparable play, Stout played its 
best home contest in losing to River 
Falls 32-18, Eau Claire won a deci- 
sive 27-6 tilt and last week La Crosse 
ran rough shod over the Blue and 
White 40 to 0. 

Superior uses a tight T offense with 
power plays into the line. Occasionally 
coach Martorelli’s boys will slam a 
erossbuck into their opponent’s line 
which is hard to stop. Offensively, 
Superior has two outstanding boys in 
Jardine, a halfback, and Cowman a 
quarterback. Jardine is rated one of 
the best backs in the league. 

Defensively, the Yellowjackets use a

pounds per man.

40-0 ROMP IS FOURTH WSCC LOSS OF SEASON 


La Crosse state college put the fin- 
ishing touches to their homecoming 
celebration last Saturday by blasting 
the Bluedevils 40 to 0. This was the 
second one-sided slacking absorbed by 
the Blue and White this season, having 
dropped a 41 to 0 contest to Milwaukee 
earlier in the year.

CARL ROWAN TO 
SPEAK AT NEXT 
CONVOCATION 


Mr. Carl Rowan, well-known writer 
and lecturer, will talk at the third con- 
vocation ‘of the semester on Wednes- 
day, November 12, at 9:30 a.m., in 
the Stout state college auditorium. 

Advisee meetings, originally plan- 
ned for this date, have been cancelled 
to allow everyone to hear Mr. Rowan. 
This program will replace the DeFal- 
co group program which was to have 
been on November 5. 

Mr. Rowan is known to many for 
his writing for the editorial staff on 
the Minneapolis Star-Tribune, for the 
awards he has won for outstanding 
foreign correspondence, for his arti- 
cles and book on India, and for his in- 
terest in the problems of his people. 

Carl Rowan was born in Tennessee. 
At the age of 19 he became one of the 
first fifteen Negroes in the nation’s 
history to be raised to officer rank in 
the Navy. He has a bachelor’s degree 
from Oberlin college. Oberlin, Ohio, 
and a master’s degree from the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. 


In 1956, at the age of thirty, Carl 
T. Rowan became the only newspaper- 
man ever to win three consecutive an- 
nual awards from Sigma Delta Chi, 
America’s foremost journalistic organ- 
ization. These awards came for re- 
porting on the Bandung Conference

(Southeast Asia) and articles on Ind- 
ia, which were later published as a 
book, The Pitiful and the Proud, and 
in 1954, for his articles giving the 
background to and issues involved in 
the school segregation cases then be- 
fore the United States Supreme court.

Rowan, many people recognize his 
name and express pleasure at the 
prospect of hearing him. Don’t miss 
this real opportunity for you to learn 
more about the segregation problem 
in our country.

STUDENT BODY 


Each of the 10 Wisconsin state col- 
leges has applied to the U.S. office of 
education for authority to give loans 
under the new federal loan program. 
The college contributes $100; the gov- 
ernment gives $900 for every $1,000 
oan. 

The high school senior or college 
student applies for the loan at the cci- 
lege of his choice. Whether he gets 
the loan or not is decided by the col- 
lege under standards set up by Con- 
gress. Top priority will be given to 
superior students in education (ele- 
mentary or secondary), and to top- 
ranking students preparing themselves 
in science, mathematics, engineering, 
or a modern foreign language. 

Only needy students will get the at- 
tractive new loans and the Office of 
Education estimates the average loan 
will be for $600 a year, although it 
may be for as little as is needed or 
for a maximum of $1,000. 

No payments are made on the loan 
until one year after the student leaves 
college. Then 10 years are allowed for 
repayment with interest set at the rate 
of three per cent. Death or total disa- 
bility cancels the obligation. 

Most attractive feature of the new 
federal loan for state college students 
is the provision that half of it becomes 
a gift if the student teaches for five 
years in a public elementary or high 
school. Each year of teaching, up to a 
maximum of five years, cancels out 10 
per cent of the debt. 

Soon after the first of January, 
1959, the state colleges will begin ac- 
cepting applications for the loans. It 
is estimated that there will be more 
than 79,000 of the loans available the 
first year in the nation at the average 
rate of 3600 per loan.

DATING TO BE 
SURVEYED ON 
STOUT CAMPUS 


Upon completion of the discussion 
of dating in general and the dating 
procedure at Stout in particular. the 
marriage classes here at Stout have 
compiled a questionnaire in regard to 
dating. 

After much discussion of the Gating 
and other social life of this college, 
the classes feel that the social life 
here at Stout could be improved. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Glenn D. Tinkham, 
marriage instructor, “We fee] that the 
social life and outlook of students of 
Stout state college might be improved 
and revitalized if the students gave 
more thought and reflection to evalu- 
ating certain personal characteristic 
which all of us recognize and yet sel- 
dom reflect upon.” The former state- 
ment is the objective of the prepared 


questionnaire. 


The questionnaire will include such 
topics as: rating the characteristics 
the student considers important in the 
choice of a date; frequency of dating; 
where the student meets the individ- 
uals he or she dates; the student’s 
own ideas concerning any special 
problems in relation to dating here 
at Stout; and the student’s suggested 
solutions to these problems. 

The marriage classes and their in- 
structor hope that the students will 
participate fully so that a clear pic- 
ture of the dating situation at Stout 
may be observed and analyzed. 


Copies of the questionnaire will be 
distributed next week in the mailboxes 
and should be filled out and returned 
by Friday afternoon, December 12. A 
containeer for their deposit will be 
placed across from the mailboxes. 


Trends in the type of vacancies 
open to Stout state college graduates, 
the number of requests for graduates 
and salary data are among items of 
information contained in the recent 
placement report of the college, issued 
by Frank J. Belisle, placement chair- 
man. 

The report first describes the posi- 
tions accepted by 92 bachelor of sel- 
ence graduates and 11 master of sei- 
ence graduates of Stout’s seiool of 
home economics. Among women hold- 
ing the bachelor’s degree, €0 are 
teaching, 47 of them in Wisconsin. 
Their positions include faculty ap- 
pointments in a- university, high 
schools, nursery school, vocational 
schools and the Wisconsin school for 
the visually handicapped. 

Graduates of ‘the dietsties enrrie- 
ulum have entered hospital, coramer- 
cial or university work. The remaind- 
er of the bachelor’s degree graduates 
are in extension work, graduate school, 
or commercial positions or are mar- 
ried. 

Master of science women who maj- 
ored in home economics education 
have returned to previous positions, 
are teaching in high school or aré mar- 
ried. Holders of the master of science 
in home economics have returned to a 
previous position or have accepted ap- 
pointment on a university campus. 


Beginning salaries for home econ- 
omists holding the bachelor of science 
range from $3600 for nine months to 
$4800 for twelve months, with an av- 
erage first year salary in home eco- 
nomics education of $4091. The only 
master of science home economics 
graduate reporting salary indicated a 
contract for $5500 at the University of 
California. Calls for 75 available grad- 
uates in home economics education to- 
taled 271 from 22 states and Canada. 


The placement report also describes 
the location of 186 men holding Stout’s 
bachelor of science degree in indus- 
trial education. Of this total, 76 are 
located in Wisconsin, 35 teaching in 
high schools and others doing gradu- 
ate work, teaching in other ,types of 
institutions, working in industry or 
discharging military responsibility. 


In 1957-58, a total of 47 men were 
granted the master of science degree 
in industrial or vocational education. 
Twenty-six of those men are now lo- 
cated in Wisconsin, most of them re- 
turning to a position from which they 
had been granted a leave of absence 
his advanced study at Stout state col- 
ege. 


Others of the 47 master’s people are 
teaching in high school, doing gradu- 
ate work, instructing in a yocational 
school or working in industry. 


Stout state college men with a 
bachelor of science degree accepted 
first year teaching positions ranging 
in salary from $3800 to $5350, aver- 
aging $4481. Master’s degree male 
‘teachers were paid between $4444 and 
$5576, an average of $4827. Calls for 
the 136 bachelor of science industria} 
education graduates totaled 404, com- 
ing from 32 states and thnee foreign 
areas. 


The placement office rendered a 
great amount of service this year in 
selecting positions for earlier gradu- 
ates who desired to change location. 
Twenty-one alumnae were placed, as 
were 59 alumni, 30 of these total place- 
ments being made in Wisconsin.

NAMES GIVEN

MEN TEACHERS 


One of the final steps in the prep- 
aration for teaching is the actual ex- 
perience of instructing off campus. 
Here at Stout off campus teaching is 
required of all senior men students, 
not only those majoring in education. 
Practice teaching in the industrial arts 
division is set up on the quarter sys- 
tem, rather than the six weeks plan as 
is used by those students majoring in 
home economics. This year there is a 
total of between thirty and thirty-five 
schools which are used as stations for 
practice teaching. Generally there is 
only one position in each school, but 
some may have as many as three or 
four practice teaching at one station. 

In preparation for practice teach- 
ing, the men students take a four 
week course consisting of actual class- 
room lecture and observance of proper 
teaching techniques. After they have 
completed this phase, they move on to 
the real thing—the actual experience 
of teaching. After four weeks of ob- 
servation and instruction off campus, 
the men return for a follow-up of their 
experience which lasts for one week. 
During the period of practice teach- 
ing, the student spends a total of ten 
hours in classroom instructing. Two of 
these hours ara spent on campus here 
at Menomonie and the other ight are 
Spent off-campus.

2nd BOOK PUBLISHED 


“When I first became a teacher, it 
was my dream that someday I would 
write a textbook. Now that I have been 
lucky enough to have a second - book 
published, I feel like the father of 
twins!” 

That’s the:-happy state of mind of 
George Soderberg, associate professor 
of industrial education at Stout state 
college. His enthusiasm results from 
appearance this month in educational 
bookstores throughout the nation of 
the new text, Restoring and Maintain- 
ing Finishes—Spot Finishing, which 
Soderberg co-authorized with the late 
Paul W. Karcher. 

Soderberg’s first textbook, Finish- 
ing Materials and Methods, was pub- 
lished in 1952. That volume, which 
deals largely with producing finishes 
rather than restoring finishes which 
have been marred, is now being revis- 
ed. Soderberg predicts that the new 
edition will be on the market in Jan- 
uary. 

According to Soderberg, he and 
Karcher wrote the “Spot Finishing” 
text to meet an ever-present American 
need: “Furniture is constantly receiv- 
ing mars and scratches. Often home- 
owners—and even some _ furniture 
specialists—are at a loss how to repair 
the damage, especially if abrasion 
has occured to an antique or to a 
piece of furniture with some new-type 
finish.” 

To provide the necessary refinishing 
data to teachers, professional and 
amateur refinishers, furniture dealers 
and home craftsmen, Soderberg could 
call upon his background of experience 
and knowledge as a_ specialist in 
finishing at Stout state college. Paul 
W. Karcher contributed information 
and techniques obtained during his 30 
years as a commercial furniture re- 
finishing specialist at Lincoln, Neb- 
raska. 

Their combined efforts have result- 
ed in a book which provides complete, 
specific directions for maintaining 
fine finishes and also detailéd’ infor- 
mation on the removal of scratches, 
mars and burns from furniture. A por-. 
tion of the volume discusses tech-- 
niques in working with such special 
finishes as art, leather, ‘gilt or antique 
surfaces, a1) ste as “pvt 

The book concludes with informa- 
tion listing : suppliers . of : finishing 
equipment, types of, finishing .. mater- 
ials and employment opportunities in 


the finishing field.’

DEAN’S ARTICLE HAS 
WIDE PUBLICATION 


Author of an article, “Student sur- 
vival factors in Stout state college,” 
appearing in the November issue of 
the national professional publication, 
“Industrial arts and vocational educa- 
tion,” is Dr. John A. Jarvis, dean of 
the division of industrial education at 
Stout state college. 

The study described in the article is 
one by means of which Dr. Jarvis at- 
tempted to locate factors typical of 
better industrial education college stu- 
dents and, if possible, to make recom- 
mendations for student selection. Ac- 


cording to the article, the procedure 
used was to list scores of entering 
freshman males on the American 
council of education psychological ex- 
amination, the cooperative English 
test, the Myers-Ruch high school prog- 
ress tests and rank of each student in 
his high school graduating class. 

Using statistical procedures, Dean 
Jarvis was able to evaluate such fac- 
tors as the importance of a freshman 
male’s high school industrial arts 
background, the value to the various 
tests as predictive measures and the 
significant importance of rank in high 
school class to college success, espec- 
ially in academic studies.

Announcement this week that the 
textbook, “Analysis Technique for In- 
struetors,” by Dr. Verne C. Fryklund, 
president of Stout state college, is be- 
ing translated into Chinese for use in 
the teacher training program in tech- 
nical adueation of the Republic of Free 

hina brings to three the number of 
his professional education volumes 
now in translation at the request of 
foreign ministries of education. 

The Chinese translation is being 
done under the direction of the Inter- 
national cooperation administration as 
part of its service to the China Voca- 
tional Education association in Taipei, 
capital of Formosa. As such it will be 
a basic text used to set up teacher 
training in the area of technical edu- 
cation. 

In 1958, President Fryklund’s book, 
“Trade and Job Analysis,” was select- 
ed by the Japanese Ministry of Edu- 
cation for translation as the basic vol- 
ume in Japan’s reorganized technical 
training program for teacher educa- 
tion. Dr. Fryklund had several years

“For most college editors, academ- 
ic freedom is a very tungible thing. 
While it is the subject of many cof- 
fee-time conversations, it also is a 
large part of our daily working lives. 


“For the few who work on daily stu- 
dents’ newspapers, unfettered by 
schools of journalism or deans who 
“just want to see how you are doing”, 
academic freedom is easily translated 
into the right to say what we believe 
is true. This no only includes that 
right to comment on any subject we 
choose; but it also means our news 
columns have the right to report im- 
partially, everything that happens in 
the college community. 


“However, there are many colleges 
in the United States where the stu- 
dent’s newspapers’ freedom is suppres- 
sed. 


“A campus which is immune to con- 
troversy, and self-censoring editors 
are contributing to such a situation, is 
a sick one. Students at large, who are 
not informed on current issues cannot 
be expected to have any feelings on 
those issues. They cannot be expected 
to care about academic freedom when 
their newspaper itself has signed 
away its freedom to doubt through 
“considered” self censorship. 


We can expect only that the stu- 
dents at large will sink deeper and 
deeper into this feeling of security, 
the security that comes with dressing, 
talking, looking and thinking like ev- 
erybody else. This, you must certainly 
agree, is not academic freedom. 


“A silent press is the manifestation 
to a “silent age”, and we have no other 
honest choice than to set the newspa- 
per that is briefly ours against the 
tenuous fabric of national, institution- 
al, and personal conformity. The 
sporadic reactions, as seen in fellow 
students’ defending press freedom, pro- 
vide a foundation of hope, On the cam- 
puses of our universities and colleges, 
traditional guardians of our basic lib- 
erties, must be found the solution to 
the dilemma that faces the American 
man as he moves closer and closer to 
collective security and farther from 
individual responsibility to himself, 
his nation, and to his God.”

COLLEGE REGENTS POLL 
MARRIED STUDENTS 


Among the married students at the 
10 Wisconsin state colleges, 44 per 
cent have no children, 32 per cent 
have one child, 17 per cent have two 
children, five per cent have three chil- 
dren. Four student-parents have six 
children! 

The college Regents questioned the 
married students this month to learn 
more about their housing needs. The 
Regents found that more than half of 
them live in privately owned rented 
apartments near campus and pay $50 
to $75 in rent, including heat. One in 
10 of the students live in his own 
trailer and one in 12 owns his own 
home. 


Only eight students pay more than 
$125 a month in rent. But almost one 
in three pay less than $50 a month. 


The colleges now provide housing 
for only one in eight of the students, 
mostly in temporary post-war barrack 
-like structures. The Regents are giv- 
ing serious consideration to a plan for 
building limited married ~ student 
housing on one or two of the college 
campuses. One-third of the married 
students have expressed an interest in 
such housing. 


Married students on the campuses 
number 1,927 this fall, 318 women 
and 1,609 men. There are 316 fresh- 
men, 356 sophomores, 478 juniors, and 
777 seniors and graduate students. 


The combination of marriage and a 
college career began after world war 
II among a large number of students 
and has never stopped. The “unusual” 
married student on campus before the 
war has become almost as common 
today as a college senior.

The two main function of an athletic 
event film are to help your team find 
out what is wrong with its playing; 
and to find out the opponent’s defen- 
sive patterns. Coach Bostwick states 
that the use of film is more vital dur- 
ing football season than during the 
basketball .season. 

“It is difficult to watch the defen- 
sive and offensive play of five bas- 
ketball players,” states Bostwick, “but 
it is impossible to watch the action and 
breakdown of harmonious play of 
eleven men on a football field.” 

- Bostwick says, “A game is a test, 
but. a film of the same game is a teach- 
‘ing device.” After the filming of a 
game the film is sent to Eau Claire 
for processing, and within two days 
the film is in the hands of the athletic 
coach. Using a Kodak Analyst projec- 
tor designed for the use of coaches, 
Bostwick previews the film, notes 
team corrections to be made, and 
shows it to the players. A third show-. 
ing is in collaboration with the other 
coaches to determine. the practice 
schedule for the week. An entire film 
or portions of it might be shown 20- 
30 times before’ it loses its. effective- 
ness. ee: :

IMPROVED FOR 
H. S. TEACHERS 


There has been:some improvement 


in teacher preparation—in Wisconsin. .- 


in the past_50 years. ——___- 

High ‘school teachers are, almost 
without exception, four-year college 
graduates today. Some: were univer- 
sity or - college ‘graduates—50 years 
ago, 
school graduates with the equivalent 
of two years of college or high school 
graduates who had taken six weeks of ~ 
pedagogy and had passed a test. 

A study of 166 Wisconsin high 
school—-teachers—around—1910—showed 
that, 55 were college or university 
gradgates, 31 were normal school 
graduates, and 93 had “legal quali- 
fications.” The legally qualified 
teachers had _passed_a test after. com- 
pleting high-school and at least six 
weeks of teacher training. 

It was not.unusual for young high . 
school graduates to try to teach his- 
tory, literature, or science in the - 
schools which had just graduated 
them. Usually the poorly prepared 
teachers were in classrooms in small: 
rural high schools. aa 


The rural grade schools of 50 years 


ago were lucky indeed to have a high 
school graduate for a teacher. Many — 


were taught by “irregulars” who were 
given temporary permits to teach. 

Today there are fewer than 25 ele- 
mentary teachers in Wisconsin with 
less than one year of college. Most of 
the 17,600 grade school teachers -have 
a four-year degree. 

Wisconsin’s schools may be criti- 
cized for many things, but the prog- 
ress in preparation of their teachers 
is not one of them.

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1,222 Make Registration BULLETIN BOARD 
Largest in Stout’s History 


An unusually high registration of 
new students for second semester has 
resulted in a mid-semester enrollment 
at Stout of 1222, largest second term 
student body in the history of the 
college. Last year’s total at this time 
was 1131. Also announced by the col- 
lege administration are appointment 
of a new teacher and several other 
hew personnel assignments. 


Of the 1222 enrollees, 712 are men 
and 510 are women. Of this total, 74 
are males newly-enrolled at the col- 
lege and 16 are women. By classes 
the totals are 405 freshmen, 216 men 
and 189 women; 269 sophomores, 131 


men and 138 women; 229 juniors, 144 
men and 85 women; 272 seniors, 177 
men and 95 women; and 47 graduate

ALLOCATION OF 


NEWS OF OUR ALUMNI | $11,469 GIven 


FOR LOANS HERE 


Recent allocation to Stout state 
college of $11,469 in National defense 
student loan funds will make avail- 
able much needed money to be lent to 
students, 50 per cent of which need 
never be repaid by the student who 
will, after graduation, teach five ot 
the first ten years following comple- 
tion of college. In general, loans are 
made on a three per cent basis with a 
ten year limitation. 

Announcement of the substantial 
allocation to Stout was made in a re- 
cent communication to Dr. Verne C. 
Fryklund, president of the college, 
from Dr. .L. G. Derthick, U. S. com- 
missioner of education. According to 
provisions of the National defense ed- 
ucation act, administered by the U. S. 
office of education, allotments were 
made to individual states, which in 
turn allotted the funds to the individ- 
ual colleges that will administer the 
loans to students. 


Individual colleges participate in 
the program, first, by establishing a 
fund equal to one-ninth of the federal 
grant. Each college will then decide 
which students are to receive loans, 
giving preference to thiose of super- 
ior ability who plan to teach. The a- 
mount of each loan is limited to need 
and funds available and cannot ex- 
ceed $1,000. Emphasis is placed upon 
the fact that it is possible for high 
school upperclassmen planning to at- 
tend college, as well as students al- 
ready in college, to quaify for loans. 


In considering any candidate for a 
loan, a college will also consider par- 
ental ability to assist the student, the 


student’s own assets and the normal 
cost of attending the college. How- 
ever, administrators ‘of the fund 
stress the fact that the loan is not to 
be considered a “handout” given only 
to students absolutely without any 
money. Instead, the money is a legal 
loan to. any qualified student who has 
financial need. 

To qualify, the student must file an 
application for a loan from National 
defense student loan fund, be in need 
‘of such a loan, be considered a stu- 
dent of promise, file with the com- 
missioner a required affadavit, and 
sign an oath of allegiance to the Uni- 
ted States. No member iof a subver- 
sive organization is eligible.

Chosen as the site of a special sem- 
inar which the U. S. office of educa- 
tion, under the direction of the De- 
partment of health, education and 
welfare, is sponsoring for foreign 
teachers of industrial arts has been 
Stout state college. Beginning special- 
ly-arranged classes which compose 
the seminar are 21 visiting educators, 
twelve from Vietnam, seven from 
Greece and two from Indonesia.

A number of seminar members 
have already had teaching experience, 
especially in electrical fields, before 
visiting America. Some, however, are 

eing given the opportunity of parti- 
cipating in the seminar as special fi- 
nal preparation before they assume 
the responsibilities of first teaching 
positions. 

The visitors, who were carefully 
selected and prepared for their Am- 
erican experience, are making good 
adjustment to both the college and 
the community, Spinti reports. No ap- 
plicant was permitted to come to 
Stout unless he had, in Washington 
D.C., proved himself able to pass 
tests of educational aptitude and lan- 
guage competency.

TIMES HAVE CHANGED 
IN HIGHER EDUCATION 


Students were often too young and 
occasionally too old in Wisconsin’s 
normal schools of 1914. One out of 
every dozen students was 15 years 
old, or less; one out of seven was old- 
er than 25. A few were only 12 years 

There were other things different 
about the state normal schools 44 
years ago. Many students couldn’t 
write legibly, others couldn’t spell, 
still others were lacking in general 
information, and at least half were 
weak in mathematics. 


Professors were underpaid and 
overworked. Almost half of the teach- 
ers were earning $1,500 or less and in 
1913 one-fifth of them quit to take 


‘better paying jobs. They worked an 


“average of 65 houls a week but some 
of the faculty work-weeks stretched 


out to 84 hours in length. 


A ‘state board studied the institu- 
tions, from 1912 to 1914 and published 


a 653-page report. Said the surveyors, 
the schools are giving too ‘little’ ex- 
tension service to their areas, ‘they 
“are not cooperating with each other, 
‘and they” need new buildings. 

Most--interesting, though; “was ‘the 

“poor:: preparation” of-many of ‘the 
3,584 normal school students.

RECEIVE ASSIGNMENTS 


A number of faculty members at 
Stout state college are preparing for, 
or have underway; a number of spec- 
ial educational assignments either for 
the extension-division:of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin or for the U.S. Of- 
fice of Education. 

Ready to begin an in-service train- 
ing program in guidance for the fac- 
culty of Webster high school is Dr. 
Ralph Iverson, dean of student affairs 
at Stout. Dr. Iverson was requested 
to offer the program by the extension 
division of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, which will grant credit to per- 
sons completing the course.

Stout To Graduate Firs 
Industrial Tech Majors: 


Personnel and employment officials 
throughout the nation are now becom- 
ing aware of the availability..of a 
new, type of Stout state college grad- 
uate, .the industrial technology grad- 
uate, as a new brochure. announcing 
the. forthcoming’ ‘graduating class and 
the .qualifications of its:members are 
being sent: to executives. alll over Am- 
erica. 


Although Stout has long been rec- 
ognized for the caliber.of men it pre- 
pares in industrial education, the in- 
dustrial technology curriculun -has 
only recently been in progress here. 
Major reason for selection of the 
course by some Stout men is a desire 
to obtain an industrially-oriented col- 
lege degree without seeking prepara- 
tion as a teacher. 


To obtain the four year =_— 
of science degree with a major in in- 
dustrial education, a man must com- 
plete 130 semester hours, 78 of them 
in academic subjects and 52 in tech- 
nical areas. Thus much emphasis in 
the new curriculum is given to’ such 
courses as English, speech, science, 
social science and mathematics, as 
well as technical courses: 


The industrial education curricu- 
lum calls for 26 hours of education 
which are not in the new technology 
major, those credits being allocated 
to academic and technical areas. The 
remainder of the industrial education 
program requires 62 academic hours 
and 42 technical hours which, with 
the education credits, brings the total 
to 180 also. 

However, as Dr. Verne C. Fryk- 
lund, president of Stout points out, 
the college has made sure in both cur- 
ricula that technical and academic 
preparation supplement one another. 
Through such well balanced offerings, 
he indicates, America seeks to avoid 
the plight of certain nations, some 
great in size and resources, but with 
multitudes of uneducated poor who 
have no opportunity for free techni- 
cal and academic education to im- 
prove their situation and that of their 
nation.

We find that we no longer have a 
Student Governing Board, but a Stu- 
dent Senate. (a change made by the 
amendments) 

The new amendments to the con-

Cold, shaky, stupendous and colos- 
sal are but a few adjectives to des- 
cribe Stout’s amazing triumph over 
La Crosse state college, 78-77, Mon- 
day night at Menomonie. Closing out 
a brilliant basketball career at Stout, 
Bob Sorenson held the game’s scoring 
honors with 19 points. 

First Half 

In the last game of the season for 
the Bluedevils, everything seemed to 
go wrong the first half. Although the 
Blue-White scored first to take the 
opening points, La Crosse began to 
run up an early lead. 

Ten of Stout’s first twelve points 
were scored from the free-throw line.

Stout’s basketball campaign is over 
and is in the books as a seven win, 
fourteen loss season. Th statistics 
show why Stout did well in some 
games and not so exceptional in other 
contests. 

Bob Sorenson was the Bluedevil’s 
leading scorer with 299 points. Of this 
total, 67 were tallied from the free 
throw line and 232 on field goals. 

Second in scoring was Fred Segge- 
link with 271 points. Brian Howard 
also helped the Blue-White cause with 
191 points to rank third. 

Coach Bostwick’s team hit 602 field 
goals against their opponents 581, but 
from the free throw line the Blue- 
devils suffered terribly. The team 
made 314 free throws, while their op- 
ponents made use of the many fouls 
by Stout to sink 463 free throws. 

This season Stout made 1,522 points 
while their opponents scored 1,625 
points.

For many years Stout has been 
practicing the recent suggestion of 
Dr. Benjamin Spock, noted doctor and 
professor of child development, in 
having an integrated child develop- 
ment and child guidance nursery 
school program in the curriculum of 
its home economics majors. In the 
July issue of Ladies’ Home Journal, 
Dr. Spock discusses his idea of what 
should be included in a college wo- 
man’s curriculum. He says, “Child de- 
velopment should be a required course 
for everyone, including those who 
were sure they’d never have children, 
because when it is well taught it re- 
veals in a fascinating way why peo- 
ple act the way they do at all ages. 
There should be a nursery school, 
not just for the benefits of students 
who are preparing to be teachers or 
psychologists, but for all.” 

Stout has had a child development 
nursery school program since 1927. 
This established our college as a pi- 
oneer in the present trend of empha- 
sizing, “family centered” teaching of 
home economics. Offerings in child 
development at Stout include its nur- 
sery school, plus courses in child de- 
velopment and child guidance. The 
basic child development course is re- 
quired of all junior women. At this 
level students gain a basic under- 
standing of physical, mental, and so- 
cial-emotional growth of young 
children through media of lecturers, 
textbooks, magazine articles, and 
films on child development. Supple- 
menting the classroom study, the 
girls observe nursery school pre- 
schoolers and write a personality re- 
port of one child. The second course, 
child guidance, is offered to senior 
women. It includes actual nursery 
school participation with children. 
These students strive towards intelli- 
gent care of small children through 
application of child guidance princi- 
ples. The nursery school provides 
practical application of these learned 
principles. 

Study of child development and 
guidance in college results in self im- 
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provement. Through the understand- 
ing of preschoolers, students gain dir- 
ection in self understanding and un- 
derstanding of other people. It pre- 
pares women for one of the greatest 
satisfactions in life — motherhood. 
Working with the children teaches 
students flexibility in working with 
many individuals and recognizing per- 
sonality differences. The stimulating 
challenge of helping these young boys 
and girls in the child development 
program at Stout build healthy per- 
sonalities is also worth listing as a 
satisfaction towards self improve- 
ment. Students also try to help the 
preschoolers widen their horizons— 
to develop their potentialities and 
creativeness in body, mind, and social 
skills. 

Our nursery school enrolls 15 
preschoolers, ages 8 to 4%, each sem- 
ester. You may notice them each day 
walking in the hall at 8:30 a.m. on 
their way to the third floor nursery. 
They are rightfully noticed, for the 
children are outstandingly “young” 
for college students! 

When the children arrive at 8:30 
they are checked by the college nurse. 
Their first hour and one half of nur- 
sery school is spent in creative play. 
This includes building blocks, paint- 
ing, clay molding, sand and house- 
keeping play. A favorite sport is the 
two-floor playhouse in the nursery 
school, which is fully equipped with 
child-size furniture. 

Following the play period, the 
children are happy to sit down at the 
small tables for fruit juice and gra- 
ham crackers. Children often discuss 
their morning play activities at the 
juice table. After snacks the children 
sit in a circle for what is known as 
“circle talk”. Sometimes the children 
tell stories; sometimes the student 
teachers tell stories at the circle. On 
some days the children have some 
type of music experience. It may be 
in the form of a musical band, or the 
children may dance or skip in rhythm 
with the piano music. Then it is time 
for the rest period, so each child goes 
to his own individual cot to lie down. 
Soft music is usually played while 
they rest. After rest the children put 
on their wraps and go downstairs 
for a little outdoor play before their 
mothers call for them at 11:30. 

But wait! “Mrs. Smith! We forgot 
to feed the goldfish!” So the children 
circle around the large goldfish bowl 
while Mrs. Smith gives each just a 
bit of food for their three nursery 
school goldfish. 

It’s only natural that you’re won- 
dering, “Who is Mrs. Smith?” She 


‘is) actually: the central core of the 
child development program at Stout. 


Mrs. Smith’ teaches the child develop- 
ment and child guidance courses, and 
is head of the nursery school. Every 
morning she greets each child as he 
enters nursery school, directs the nur- 
sery school program, and guides the 
student teachers in their work and 
play with children. She has regular 
meetings with the children’s parents, 
giving them an opportunity to dis- 
cuss common and individual joys and 
problems of child rearing. Collective- 
ly, Mrs. Smith concentrates her ef- 
forts on helping children, college stu- 
dents, and parents arrive at the des- 
tination of gaining healthier person- 
alities through intelligent understand- 
ing and guidance in the child develop- 
ment program.

MANY OPPORTUNITIES 
AVAILABLE IN HOME EC 


Countless opportunities are open to 
the young girl with a home economics 
education. No longer is it a field 
limited to “just cooking and sewing.” 
It is among the highest ranking of 
professions for women. 


Major fields into which home ec 
graduates from Stout enter are (1) 
teaching, (2) extension work, (8) 
dietetics, (4) food services, and (5) 
demonstration. Added to this list are 
industrial jobs in food, textile, and 
home equipment research, dress de- 
sign, journalism, and nursery schools. 

Demand is high in all these fields 
because of the tremendous turnover 
of workers. The average working 
span is just two short years before 
marriage enters into the picture and 
the home ec graduate turns to a de- 
cidedly practical application of what 
she has learned. 


Last year at Stout alone, there 
were 271 calls for only 83 graduates. 
Most of these girls went into the edu- 
cation field with an average begin- 
ning wage of $4100. This year the 
beginning salaries are expected to be 
even higher. 

If you do-plan to go into the edu- 
cation field and have doubts as to 
whether straight home ec is the only 
thing for you, Stout offers many good 
and interesting minors which would 
allow variety in your teaching 
schedule. Minors in speech, English, 
art, social science, math, science; and 
journalism are offered. 

Home economics is a field with 
broad horizons. There is not one day 
when a home economics education 
cannot be used. It is the stepping 


stone, and not the stopping place, of 
further education.

After three years of successful 
work in home ecomonics, senior wo- 
men who are education majors have 
the opportunity to put their know- 
ledge into practical use. During her 
senior year, each education major, 
under the direction of Miss Margaret 
Perman, the college supervisor, does 
six weeks of supervisied off-campus 
teaching in a selected Wisconsin high 
school. This experience is an impor- 
tant part of Stout’s teacher-training 
program. 


Two six-week periods of four each 
year, find girls doing their student 
teaching.

WIS. EDUCATION GRAD STUDENTS SEE 


FIELD FULL OF 
STOUT GRADS 


The impact of graduates of Stout 
state college upon Wisconsin’s pro- 
gram of vocational and adult educa- 
tion is clearly described in the current 
“Newsletter” of the Wisconsin State 
board of vocational and adult educa- 
tion. 

According to that publication, 44% 
of all directors of Wisconsin schools 
of vocational and adult education, 
50% of coordinators, 39% of trade 
and industrial instructors, and 32% 
of homemaking instructors are grad- 
uates of Stout. Of these graduates, 
nearly one-third have earned a mas- 
ter’s degree in Stout’s graduate stud- 
ies program. 

The publication, in surveying the 
total number of full-time teachers, 
coordinators and directors in all fields 
of instruction in schools of vocational 
and adult education throughout Wis- 
consin, notes that 17% of that large 
number have graduated from Stout. 

Statistics on which the report is 
based were compiled from data pro- 
vided by the Wisconsin State board 
of vocational and adult education 
and by the registrar’s office at Stout. 
Processing of that material was then 
done by Leo B. Vander Kamp, himself 
a holder of a master’s degree earned 
in the Stout graduate studies pro- 
gram. 


DR. WIGEN IS ON TEAM 
TO STUDY EDUCATION 


Serving on a visitation team which 
is studying the experimental teacher 
education program at Cornell univer- 
sity, Ithaca, New York, is Dr. Ray A. 
Wigen, dean of graduate studies at 
Stout. The request that Dr. Wigen 
participate on the visitation team is a 
result of his continuing responsibili- 
ties as a member of the Wisconsin 
coordination committee on graduate 
work in higher education. 

That committee is developing an 
‘experimental teacher education pro- 
gram for the preparation of class- 
room teachers at the master’s degree 
level. Included in that plan will be all 
Wisconsin state colleges that do not 
now offer a graduate program. Goal 
of the new procedure is improvement 
of the educational] status of classroom 
teachers throughout Wisconsin.

DR. BARNARD 
TO ADDRESS 
CONVENTION 


April will be a busy month for Dr. 
David Barnard, head of the audio- 
visual center of Stout, as he addresses 
several conventions of audio-visual 
specialists, describing to them suc- 
cessful techniques used by his Stout 
center. 

On April 13, at Seattle, Washing- 
ton, he will make a visualized presen- 
tation to a sectional meeting, Pat- 
terns of budget and finance, of the 
national convention of the Depart- 
ment of audio-visual instruction, an 
affiliate of the National Education 
association. Entitled “‘SService—charge 
it,” Dr. Barnard’s talk will describe 
to delegates from throughout the 
United States how the audio-visual 
service program of Stout operates. 

On April 15 at the same convention, 
he will participate on the panel, 
“Promising patterns for achieving 
audio-visual conpetencies,” a section- 
al of the teacher education division of 
the convention. 

On April 24, Dr. Barnard will pre- 
sent a number of demonstrations for 
the convention of the Wisconsin De- 
partment of audio-visual instruction, 
a group of which for two years Dr. 
Barnard was president. At this Madi-

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WCC COACHES 
MEETING HELD 
IN MADISON 


Last Friday athletic director John- 
son and coach Bostwick journeyed to 
Madison for a Wisconsin Collegiate 
conference meeting of coaches from 
all the conference colleges. 

At the meeting it was decided to 
have a round robin football season 
starting in 1961, which would consist 
of nine games for each school. This 
would mean the Blue-White would 
play all the state colleges, and every 
game would count toward the con- 
ference standing. 

An eighteen game round robin bas- 
ketball season is also on the slate for 
the 1960 season. By having the round 
robins in football and basketball, the 
coaches hope to strengthen the con- 
ference and build up rivalries among 
the colleges lof the WCC. 

Next year the state colleges will 
use NAIA rules for football. Some 
of the big advantages are free sub- 
stitution of players, and having only 
one point for the point after touch- 
down. 

Men who have come ‘out of military 
service and who have attended a dif- 
ferent college before entering service 
will be ineligible for WCC compe- 
tition next fall. They would come un- 
der the same ruling as transfer stu- 
dents from other colleges. 

The above decisions will now be 
given to the state college admini- 
strating boards for final approval of 
the coaches decisions. Coach Bostwick 
felt sure the colleges would approve 


all the decisions made by the coaches.

Tom Pagel Is First Stout 
Student To Receive Loa 


To qualify, students must be of 
full time status, possess superior a- 
bility, and plan to teach. ‘Loans. are 
limited to 'a maximum of $1,000 per 
year-and no more than a total of- 
$5,000. Unusual aspect of the pro- 
gram is that up to 50 per cent of any 
loan will be “forgiven” 10 per cent 
each year that the recipient teaches. 
following college graduation. 

In considering each applicant for 
a loan, college officials throughout 
the-country were directed to consid- 
er parental ability to assist, the stu- 
dent’s own assets and the normal cost 
of attending a particular college. 

However, administrators were 
urged to-stress the fact that a Na- 
tional Defense Student loan is not to 
be considered a “handout” to young 
people who must prove absolute pov- 
erty, but is instead a legal loan to 
any qualified student who has finan- 
cial need. — 

According to Dean Price, all money 
allocated to Stout is being apportion- 
ed among qualified students accord- 
ing to need. In general, National De- 
fense Student loans are made with a 
ten year limitation, a student’s teach- 
ing toward “paying off” a percentage 
of the total loan-to be done. within 
those ten years.

The significant role of Stout state 
college here in training teachers for 
many nations of the world was em- 
phasized aguin by the recent visit 
to the campus of a team of prominent 
{talian educators who made a person- 
al presentation of an educational vol- 
ume to Stout’s president, Dr. Verne 
C. Fryklund, and then devoted two 
days to a careful examination of the 
teacher training process at Stout. 

Accompanied by an escort. interpre- 
tor from the U. S. Department of 
State, under whose auspices the visi- 
tution was made, the following educa- 
tors were present: Professor Giuseppe 
Flores D’Arcuis, dean of the teachers 
faculty of the college at Padova; Pro- 
fessor Giovanni Cesca, difector of the 
Agricultural-Vocuationud school in that 
city, and Professor Pletro Cesuri, di- 
rector of the Industrial-Vocational 
school there. Official translator was 
Emilio Catalano. 

Upon arrival, the visitors presented 
to President Fryklund a capy of an 
official publication of the Italian Min- 
istry of Education in whch Stout's 
teacher preparation curriculum re- 
ceived high praise. Dr. Fryklund then 
outlined for them. specific. Sreh i of 
that curriculum.

Of that 
group, 500 became instructors during 
the regular college year and the re- 
mainder durin g summer sessions, 
when Stout conducts the nation’s 
largest driver education offerings.

course during the regular six weeks 
summer session and both basic and 
advanced classes during the post sum- 
mer session. According to director.

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Have you ever noticed how quick most of us are to condemn 
our superiors.

No one was there saying you must go to this school and 
you must agree with everything that is taught and said while 
you are there. 

Second—now that we are here, we realize that Stout is one of 
the top ranking schools in the nation in its particular fields. We 
should also realize that in order to obtain this high honor, our 
teachers must be extremely capable of handling their jobs. 

The third thing that might well come into our minds is—just 
what kind of people are we? Do we have enough backbone to 
stand up and fight for our school, ourteachers, and our good 
name—or will we run like scared sheep when someone tells us 
that the things we believe in are wrong? 

This is the United States of America and you and I can well 
be proud of that fact. We have freedom of speech and of press 
as has been so clearly demonstrated during the last few weeks. 
We also have freedom of our minds—if we are only willing to 
use it— if we are willing to listen to both sides of the story 
before forming an opinion. 

Remember—by balancing the worst about what we hear, we 
are believing the worst about ourselves and our ability to 
choose wisely a profession and a college. Will we, as American 
citizens and college students, accept lies or will we be willing 


to seek the truth.

Highlights Of Summer 


Session Are 


A variety of new courses, the larg- 
est driver education program in the 
nation and an outstanding schedule 
of convocations are expected to high- 
light the 54th annual summer session 
of Stout state college, according to 
information just released by Dr. John 
A. Jarvis, dean of the summer ses- 
sion. 

The regular six week’s session will 
run from Monday, June 22, through 
Friday, July 31. In addition, a pre- 
session workshop June 15-19 for vo- 
cational teachers and a post session, 
August 3-14, will be held. A total 
summer enrollment of over 500 is ex- 
pected. 

Registration for the regular ses- 
sion will take place on Monday, June 
22, with the last possible date for 
registration being Friday, June 26. 
Courses will be offered in all areas 
of home economics and industrial ed- 
ucation. 

Flat pattern design, in Stout’s 
school of home economics, is a course 
that is expected to be of interest to 
experienced teachers in home eco- 
nomics. as well as the popular ad- 
vanced tailoring course. Applied in- 
stitutional management is also being 
offered, making use of the facilities 
of Stout's food servive and te. room. 

Methods of teaching management 
in high school homemaking classes is 
a special home economics course that 
has been planned and designed to give 


practical help to inservice teachers. 
Nutrition education for the elemen- 
tary grades, a graduate course, will 
be offered to elementary teachers who 
have had no previous home economics 
training. Appropriate resource ma- 
terials and audio-visual equipment 
will be included in this basic nutri- 
tion course. 

Scheduled this summer in all areas 
of industrial education are 35 varied 
courses. Included are classes in pho- 
tography, woodworking, plastics, met-

By a careful choice 
of courses, an undergraduate who at- 
tends three summer sessions may 
shorten by almost a full year the 
time required to earn a bachelor of 
science degree.

AGAIN AT COLLEGES 


College recruiting time is here and 
the “marvelous attractions” of the 
state college campuses are extolled 
regularly to Wisconsin high school 
seniors.

The “healthful and invigorating” 
climate of Oshkosh in 1921 enabled 
the student to “endure severe study” 
with the greatest of ease, advised the 
catalogi 

And at Superior where “rail met 
sail” students could look out over the 
“best fresh water. harbor in the 
world.” When the students grew sea- 
sick or tired of this view there were 
the world’s largest grain elevators, 
ore docks and numerous factories.

ON MASTERS 


“Of the 87 young women who will 
graduate from Stout state college 
this June. 29 have already begun 
work on their master’s degree. Cer- 
tainly such a high ratio seems to 
disprove the often-expressed theory 
that a girl now goes to college only 
for a year or two to ‘catch’ a husband. 
Or, if she should happen to stay long 
enough to graduate, she never plans 
to use her coliege training.” 

So reports Dr. Alice J. Kirk, dean 
of Stout’s school of home economics 
following her recent examination of 
the scholastic goals of this year’s sen- 
ior young women. “I’d listened to so 
many opinions that modern girls have 
no appreciation of the value of future

usefulness of higher education that 


I thought I’d really get the facts,” 
she renarks with emphasis. “But the 
interest our senior women exhibit in 
obtaining maximum educational pre- 
paration for future careers vanpepes 
even me.’ 

The fact that such a high propor- 
tion of Stout’s fourth-year coeds are 
diligently at work on a masters de- 
gree does not at all mean that they’ve 
discarded marriage as a career. In 
fact, some will marry this summer 
before beginning a first teaching 
position in September. But most of 
them realize that before or during 
marriage, or perhaps after the loss 
of their marriage partner they will 
probably work for many years. 

“And the evidence certainly indi- 
cates that such will be the case” Dean 
Kirk continues. “A recent Kiplinger 
report reveals that already 60 per 
cent of American women working out- 
side the home are married and run 
households. The repor‘ also pvedicts 
a rapid increase in the-percentage, 
especially among women in the 45 to 
54 age group whose children are gone 
from home, inzreasing the ratio of 
women in just this one age bracket 
another 45 per cent: by the ‘late 
1960’s. ”

VIRGINIA AND ALVARO RETURN TO HOMELAND 
AFTER COMPLETING EVENTFUL YEAR AT STOUT 


Two Costa Rican students of Stout 
state college whose charm and talent 
have brought many pleasant moments 
to the residents of north central! Wis- 
eonsin will soon be returnine to their 
homeland at the close of this college 
year. However, their colorful contri- 
butions will long be remembered by 
their American friends. 

These -students are Virginia Gam- 
boa, attractive young teacher, who is 
now completing a year of study in 
Stout’s school of home economics, and 
Alvaro Paniaqua, a young pianist, 
composer, and soloist, a student in the 
Stout school of industrial education. 
Both are here on a scholarship pro- 
vided by the International Soopera- 
tion administration. 

In Costa Rica, Virginia obtained 
her teaching degree in primary edu- 
cation and then studied mathematics 
for two years at the University of 
Costa Rica before accepting a teach- 
ing position. Alvaro taught industrial 
shop courses at a vocational school 
for men in Costa Rica. 

Although they have been here less 
than a year, Virginia and Alvaro have 
spoken about Costa Rica at many 
public meetings. For instance. both 
students were on the panel, “Christ- 
“25 in other countries.” sponsored by 
the American Association of Univer- 
sity women Each has talked about 
Costa Rica at the Stout International 
Relations club and accompanied by a 
student vroup representing Costa 
Rica and Columbia at the thirteenth 
snnual meeting of the United Na- 
tions. 

At the snring onen house program 
which attracted 1,500 hich school 
girls to the campus of Stout state col- 
lege, Virginia and Alvaro delighted 
their audienre by performing in fes- 
tive costume a danze of their native 
land. Virginia also modeled at Stout’s 
annual mother-daughter banquet, col- 
orful native apparel which she had 
made. 

These vivacious young visitors have 
also spoken to many church groups: 
Alvaro at the Menomonie Methodist 
and. Baptist churches and the Stout 
Newman club; Virginia at the Con- 
gregational churches of Menomonie 
and Eau Claire.

He 
plays the piano with unusual skill 
and dexterity, and has even written 
several comnositions of his own. Stu- 
dents relish the opportunity of sitting 
in on his practices. He has also proved 
himself a valuable member of the 
choir, according to Dr. Edfield Ode- 
gard, chairman of the music depart- 
ment at Stout. The young Costa Rican 
has been featured as a piano soloist 
with the college choir and has im- 
pressed audiences with the quality of 
his compositions. 


Upon her return to Costa Rica, Vir- 
ginia will help her country establish 
a vorational school for girls. In prep- 
aration for that resnonsibility, she 
has centered her Stout studies on 
courses in foods and nutrition, plan- 
ning to apply that knowledge to the 
preparation of foods native to her 
homeland. She has also spent consid- 
erable time studying and observing 
methods of American teaching, infor- 
mation which she hopes will be use- 
ful to her in aiding teachers in Costa 
Rica to set up new systems of ad- 
ministration in teaching. 

Virginia, with a twinkle in her big 
brown eyes, proudly reveals, “I am 
the first girl to come from Costa 
Rica to study home economics. In 
fact, I am now a member of the Am- 
erican Home Economics association. 
This year has truly been a good ex- 
perience for me.” 


Alvaro plans to rejoin the faculty 
of Costa Rica’s vocational school for 
men, putting to use the education and 
techniques which he has acquired. He 
also plans to continue his music. But 
as Alvaro smilingly predicts, “It will 
be good to return to my Costa Rica, 
but someday I shall visit again the 
wonderful United States.”

by Margaret Clapp, president of Well- 
esey college, who urged girls “to look 
forward beyond marriage, especially 
to the years after they have raised 
their children.” President Clapp warn- 
ed today’s girls that they will live 
“some decades’ after they’ve com- 
pleted the busy marriage years of 
child raising, and suggested that 
young women undertake graduate 
study whenever possible. 

Senior coeds at Stout state college 
apparently agree with that advice, 
enrolling in Stout’s graduate pro- 
gram for a choice among master’s 
degrees in home economics education, 
food and nutrition, and clothing, tex- 
tiles and related art. Recent place- 
ment of women holding the master’s 
degree from Stout indicates that such 
a graduate is in demand for a variety 
of positions with a beginning average 
salary of $5,500 for perhaps only 
nine to ten month’s work, consider- 
ably higher than the average $2,590 
for 12 months reported in a recent 
survey which shows 388 per cent of 
married women in St. Paul, Minn- 
esota, to be working outside the home. 

A composite reason which varied 
sources give for the growing increase 
in working wives lists—in addition to 
the chronic desire for more income— 
such factors as incorporating illness 
of the breadwinner, boredom after the 
children have been raised, unforeseen 
emergencies, desire to use talents, and 
death of the husband. Kiplinger in- 
dicates that in addition to diminishing 
importance of a mother’s role once 
her family is gone, an American wo- 
men can look forward on the average 


to a minimum of nine years of widow- 
hood, at an age in which a special 
education might open splendid new 
opportunities to her. 

“The need for more of our women 
to prepare themselves at the graduate 
level can be graphically demonstrated 
by the deterioration in the number of 
such women which has occurred in 
the United States since 1930,” Dr. 
Kirk warns. “Instead of gains in a- 
vailable women whose higher degrees 
qualify them as college presidents, 
professors or instructors, the number 
of such women has dropped 9.3%.”

Major General Maas Is 
Commencement Speaker 


A highlight of the forthcoming 
commencement ceremonies of Stout 
state college here, to be held on Fr'- 
day morning, May 29, in the Menom- 
onie gymnasium, will be an address 
by Maj. Gen. Melvin J. Maas (ret.), 
decorated veteran of three wars, for- 
mer U. S. Congressman and now, 
blind himself, chairman of the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on Employment of 
the Physically Handicapped. 

Conferring degrees on the 260 grad- 
uates will be Dr. Verne C. Fryklund, 
president of Stout. R. L. Pierce, mem- 
ber of the Board of Regents of Wis- 
consin State Colleges, will present the 
diplomas. Pronouncing the invocation 
and benediction will be the Rev. Ar- 
nold E. Olson, paster of Christ, Lu- 
theran Church, Menomonie. 

The processional to the gymnasium 
will take place at 10:15. Commence- 
ment exercises are to begin promptly 
at 10:30, followed by a commence- 


ment luncheon in the dining room of 
Bertha Tainter residence hall. i 

Prior to commencement day, the 
graduates will have been honored at 
a number of social events, the most 
important of these taking place 
Thursday afternoon, when tours of 
campus shops and laboratories are 
conducted for visitors, and, Thursday 
evening, when a reception, planned by 
the college alministration and faculty 
is held, in the new memorial student 
center, for graduates and their friends 
and relatives. 

“World Leadership” will be the title 
of Gen. Maas’ talk to the graduating 
class. He will base his remarks on his 
varied experiences in many years of 
military, political and civic endeavor. 
Entering the aviation branch of the 
Marine Corps as an enlisted man in 
1917, Maas later earned a commission 
in the Marine Reserve and returned 
to active duty on Admiral William 
Halsey’s staff in 1941. During the 
Second War he saw extensive action 
in the Pacific, winning a total of 15 
medals during his military service. In 


1952 progressive blindness overtook 
hm and he retired with the rank of 
major general, conferred for special 
commendation in combat. 

Blindness gives Maj. Gen. Maas a 
special interest in the problems of 
handicapped persons. In April, 1954, 
he ‘was named chairman of the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on Employment of 
the Physically Handicapped. Two 
years later, the success of his first: 
apointment led President Eisenhower 
to name Mass chairman of the Handi- 
capped Committee of the President’s: 
Program for People-to-People Part--. 
nership. 

According to Maj. Gen. Maas, the: 
American people have several rea-- 
sons for taking an active interest im 
employment of the physically handi-- 
capped: “It is a fine example of de-- 
mocracy in action,” he points out,. 
“and also a chance to meet a most: 
essential need of providing add tional! 
manpower for production vital to na-- 
tional defense.” 

In addition to his many responsi-- 
bilities with the Marine Corps re-. 
serve, Maj. Gen. Maas is a past com- 
mander of the Military Oredr of the 
World Wars and a past national com- 
mander of the Military Order of the 
Veterans. In 1954 he was awarded an. 
honorary doctor of laws by St. Thomas: 
college, St. Paul, Minn., and has been: 
honored by Goodwill Industries of’ 
America, United Cerebral Palsy, the: 
National Rehabilitation association. 


and the American Foundation for the: 
Blind.

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Ray and Strand Retire 
From the Stout Faculty 


“When I came to Stout as a brick- 
inyar to nvovk on one of the campus 
buildings, I never thought I’d stay 45 
years and be a college professor 
when I left!” 

So reminisces Dr. J. Edgar Ray, 
who this June retires from the faculty 
of Stout as professor of industrial ed- 
ucation and head of the department 
of dvagting. Although he is now con- 
+deved the only union bricklayer in 
the United States w th a doctor’s de- 
gveo, Roay’s preparation in 1914 was 
that of the average journeyman 
bricklayer who had practiced his 
trade in eight states, from New York 
to California and from Michigan to 
Texas. 

However, the late Dr. L. D. Harvey, 
president of the then Stout institute, 
persuaded Ray to leave a bricklaying 
job in Philadelphia and travel to Me- 
nomonie for an interview about 
teaching his trade to students. at 


- Dr. J. Edgar Ray — 
Stout—which at the time had not yet 
become a _ degree-granting college. 
Being young, single and adventure- 
some, J. Edgar thowght he'd hazard 
an all-expense paid trip to Wisconsin 
to “kind of look things over.” 
However, more “things” occurred 
in Wisconsin than Ray had ever 
dreamed possible. First, President 


Harvey convinced him to take the 
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teaching job, with the prospect of 
some added income laying brick on 
the Stout’s new home economics 
building. But, Dr. Harvey wouldn’t 
stop there. He was relentless in his 
determination that Ray enroll in the 
teacher’s course at Stout, with the re- 
sult that the young bricklayer earned 
one of the early bachelor of science 
degrees in industrial education grant- 
ed here. 

“But the week I received that hard- 
earned degree wasn’t a happy one at 
all,” Ray recalls gravely, “I also had 
the sad task of singing at President 
Harvey’s funeral. He was a grand old 
man.” 

By conservative estimate, J. Edgar 
Ray has taught at least 8,400 students 
including the present president of the 
college, Dr. Verne C. Fryklund, and 
nearly every administrator and teach- 
er new in Stout’s industrial education 
faculty. It was also at Stout that he 
wooed and won Miss Virginia Bur- 
dick, taking her on a motorcycle hon- 
eymoon. Their daughter, Virginia, 
now Mrs. James Solberg, wife of a 
Menomonie attorney, is also a Stout 

graduate. 

The large total of Ray’s former 
students is due in part to his versa- 
tility in the classroom. At various 
times he has ‘tatight ~bricklaying; 
architectural drafting, machine draft- 
ing, freehand drawing and concrete 
working. For three years, because of 
his talent as a musician, ‘he directed 
the Stout band. And in between times 
he’s written two textbooks, “The Art 


“of Bricklaying” and “Graphic “Archi- 


tectural’ Drafting,” both used nation- 
ally, plus articles for professional 


_ magazines and bulletins for the Wis- 


consin state board of vocational and: 
adult’ education. 

So far as Dr. Ray knows, no. stu- 
dent who majored under him while 
becoming a teacher of drafting has 
ever been a failure. “Boy, I’m proud 
of that record,” he beams. And then, 
in all seriousness the veteran teacher 
proffers some of the educational 
»hilosopy that made it possible. “Any 
teacher, at times, must be critical or 
severe with a student, his work or 
perhaps even his conduct,” Ray points 
out. “But even when I had been stern, 
T never let a student leave my class- 
room angry. He could be sure that I 
never held a personal grudge ae 
him.” 

A great bdeleiver in “leaving the 
troubles of the classroom in the class- 
room,” Dr. Ray has always enjoyed 
a variety of non-academic endeavors. 
Summers he kept his bricklayer’s un- 
ion card in good standing by working 
on such buildings as the Menomonie 
postoffice and the Masonic Temple 
and by laying up fireplaces and out- 
door grills for friends. His instruen- 
tal and vocal talents earned him for 
15 years the sole trumpet spot with 
the local Ludington guard band, 
membership in the select Minneapolis 
Shrine band, the baritone part in the 
Masonic quartette, and many ‘years 
of service in the choir of Menomonie’s 
First Congregational church. He is 
a life member of both the Shrine and 
Masonic consistory and of such ed- 
ucational organizations as Epsilon 
Pi Tau, Phi Delta Kappa and the 
Association of Wisconsin state college 
faculties. 

“Certainly I’ve been happy in my 
library work. It has provided me w'th 
my three greatest pleasures: books 
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reading, and people. Who could ask 
for more?” 

That is the compliment paid to her 
profession by Miss Myrtle Strand, as- 
sistant librarian at Stout, upon her 
retirement after nearly 35 years 
here. Miss Strand came to the Stout 
library in January, 1924, following 
library training at the University of 
Wisconsin and eight years experience 
at Mabel Tainter memorial library 
in Menomonie. 

At that time the college owned 
fewer than 20,000 volumes and em- 
ployed no head librarian on its staff,

although for:one year Miss Christine 
Halseth supervised library .activities. 
That first spring, Miss. Strand .:re- 


calls, real excitement > took 


place. 


“The printers were giving “the old 
Harvey hall library a néw coat of 
paint,” ‘she smiles, ‘and: they evi- 
dently didn’t realize that: books were 
heavy objects. One night ‘all the scaf- 
folding. which they had placed under 
the book shelves collapsed, dumping 
thousands of books in come onto the 
floor.” 


The result was that the Misses 
Halseth and Strand, with the aid of 
Miss Karen Fladoes, who was _ also 
pressed into service for the emer- 
gency, spent several busy weeks sort- 
ing out and shelving all the d'svlac- 
ed volumes. “About the only other 
excitement occurred whenever we had 
a cloudburst at the old library,” Miss 
Strand claims. Then everyone ran a- 
round moving books and putting pails 
under the leaks. Library work isn’t 
usually very violent, you know.” 

Where once two ladies could pro- 
vide the library services for the small 
body of the then Stout Institute, now 
five full time persons, plus another 
half time worker and 21 student as- 
sistants are kept busy filline the 


needs of nearly 1300 students. During 


some 


her years on the staff, Miss Strand 
has devoted herself mostly to cata- 
loging and classifying books and to 
operation of the textbook room. For 
those latter duties she is remembered 
by thousands of students to whom 
she acquisitioned textbooks. 

Recently the library staff had a 
party in honor of Miss Strand and 
presented her with a gift. But she 
hasn’t waited until final weeks to 
prepare for retirement. Some years 
ago she concluded her responsibili- 
ties as organist of Our Savior’s Luth- 
eran church. Now she is ready to live 
quietly with = sister in the fam- 
ily home.

place in which Stout young people 
could relax and meet their friends 
between classes or in the evenings. 

Such a comodations wre impo~tant, 
the new president felt, for at least 
tavo reasons other than just the soci- 
ability which they would provide. 
First, Stout has many more students 
remaining on campus weekends than 
do many colleges, and these young 
people needed a congenial, properly- 
supervised place of entertainmnt for 
those weekends away from home. 

TMowever. post-war enrollments were 
high and campus space was at a pre- 
mium, so for the remainder of that 
vear Stout students “socialized” every 
nossible moment in the old cafeteria 
n the basement. of Harvey Hall, when 
that facility was not serving meals. 

But better things were underway. 
Dr. Fryklund, working with the valu- 
ble assistance of student and fac- 
ulty committees, had found some “a- 
yailable space”—on the second floor 
af Stout’s physical education building. 
Members of the industrial education 
‘aculty contributed time and talent to 
help construction crews renovate the 
former physical education facilities 
into what for the past dozen years has 
heen Stout’s union. 

As the program of the new stu- 
dent center expands, activity in Stout 
present union will slow and finally 
cease. Eventually the area will be 
used by the physical education dep- 
artment and, when Stout’s new field 
house is erected, perhaps it will be- 
come part of the annex created when 


— the physican education building is 


joined to the student center. 

Future generations will know only 
the sparkle and versatility of the new 
student union and truthfully say, “We 
had fun there too.” 


EFFICIENCY AND 
VERSATILITY IN 
STUDENT UNION 


Efficiency, economy of operation 
and versatility have been three fac- 
tors which received thorough ¢onsid- 
eration in the planning of ‘Stout’s new 
student center—in addition, of course, 
to the obvious beauty and function- 
alism of the building and its equip- 
ment. ; ; ; 

Thus food service installations were 
specifically planned for operation at 
a feasible overhead in view of the 
large number of Stout students eating 
all meals in existing dining areas of 
the college residence hall for women. 

Floor space in the center has been 
based upon log cal requirements with- 
in the next few years, and also upon 
the availability of the present physi- 
cal education buiding when the new 
Stout gym is built. Thus construction 
of a “walkway” between the present 
center and the phy. ed. building, 
which by then would have undergone 
renovation, would double present floor 
space at relatively low cost and at a 
time when such space could be effi- 
ciently used—not years before such 


space is needed. 


PARTICIPATION, 
RESPONSIBILITY 
IN NEW CENTER 


Extensive student participation and 
rer~onsibility in the polic'e~ and man- 
arement of the new student center 
of Stout is anticipated as that canter 
bex’ns operation dur'ng Stout’s forth- 
coming summer session and g:adual- 
ly expands into its full nrogram of 
services during the regular session 
next autumn. a 

Framework ef the necessary sup- 
ervisory and advisory bodies has al- 
ready been conceived, with perhaps 
the greatest responsibility to be des- 
ignated to the Memorial Center board. 
At present, 11 members—eight of 
them students—are contemplated as 
composing that body. Ex-officio mem- 
bers may include the president. of the 
Stout student association, the man- 
ager of the center and the dean of 
student affairs. 

Although the formal method of se- 
lection of board members has not been 
concluded, tentative plans call for a 
student to represent each of the col- 
lege class years, the graduate studies 
division, the Interfraternity council, 
the Panhellenic council and the stu- 
dent senate. 

Responsible to that board will 
probably be committees which will di- 
rect the many activities that the so- 
cial center is to offer. Such areas will 
include music, art, games and similar 
phases of. interest. 


Because of the varied respons bili- 
ties of the new board and of its num- 
erous committees, and because needs 
of patrons will increase and change 
as the center expands its program, 
committee members will meet regu- 
larly to provide flexibility in its ac- 
tions. Responsibilities of the board 
will include determination of many of 
the center’s policies and working with 
the manager of the center in gener- 
al supervision of the building. itself 
and of its offerings.

The entrance lobby now features in 
the floor a large medallion of the 
clock tower and motto of the college. 

During this summer, installation of 
marble will be completed in the foyer 
walls and that marble will, in turn, 
carry an inscription denoting that the 
center is dedicated to those Stout stu- 
dents who gave their lives in war. 

A “special events” bulletin board 
and unique setee complete furnish- 
ings in the foyer, which has as its 
color scheme Stout’s college colors: 
blue and white. ; 

Going to the upper level, a visitor 
passes under special lamps lighting 
the stairway to the west lobby. In 
this area are extensive coat racks. To 
the left ‘are four offices which can 
also be used as conference rooms. Oc- 
cupying these offices will be the man- 
ager of the center, a secretary, and 
other personnel as the need arises. 

Directly ahead is the 80 x 30 formal 
lounge, dominated by a huge circular 
fireplace whose “chimney” is in na- 
tural copper. A power ventilating sys- 
tem will remove all fireplace fumes. 

This lounge is planned for relaxa- 
tion and a bit more formal gatherings 
than perhaps the snack areas or the 
game room. Stout is especially proud 
of the type of furniture which a col- 
lege committee selected for this area 


and of the excellence of furniture cov- 
erings and wall decoration. Visitors 
may, in pleasant weather, enjoy a 
patio which opens from the lounge. 

Perhaps the most striking area of 
‘the Memorial Student Center is the 
126 x 66 ballroom on the south side 
-of the upper level: Versatility has 
-been guaranteed in this area because 
jt can be divided into four individual 
“meeting rooms. A parquet floor en- 
‘hances the whole area. Excellent 
“kitchen facilities are available to 
-serve large groups in the ballroom. 

An additional lounge area has been 


«created at the southwest corner of the 


WEST 


Big, becutiful and inviting are the only words to describe the 


ballroom. Here, naugahyde-covered 
furniture has been chosen for meet- 
ings and conferences which may in- 
volve some food service. A serving 
area is directly adjacent to part of the 
ballroom. Washrooms and _ storage 
areas complete the upper level. 

The first level of the new center 
will probably receive the greatest 
day-long use. Here a 72 x 66 snack 
lounge will encourage relaxation, with 
a varied menu from soft drinks to 
“french fries” available, depending 
on the time of the day. The snack 
lounge is in natural oak, with attrac- 
tive tables and chairs. The most mod- 
ern in snack bar kitchen and serving 
equiment has been installed. 

At, the west end of the first level is 
also a 60 x 86 lounge, which can be 
divided into two rooms depending on 
the volume of business at any one 
time. A serving kitchen is also avail- 
able for this lounge. 

Many pleasant hours will be spent 
by students using the “game room” 
area at the east end of the first level 
of the center. Located in this room 
will be facilities for table tennis and 
billiards. Students will pay nominal 
rental for use of equipment, and the 
area and all its installation, will be 
at all times under supervision. 

The north wall of the first level 
is arranged into a series of conference 
and meeting rooms. Versatility of 
these rooms can be seen from the fact 


that in their “open” state they com- 
prise four such rooms. However, di- 
viders make it possible to create 
seven rooms from the same space. 

Much of the other space of this 
level is planned for washrooms, sup- 
ply rooms, and storage and service 
areas.. However, just as visitors to 
Stout’s Memorial Student Center may 
use a patio which opens from the 
upper level, a similar facility is 
available here. 

Opening from the snack lounge to- 
ward the library, students will be able 
to carry their food onto this ground 
level patio in warm weather or can 
use that area for relaxing out-of- 
doors.

o tax meney hos been used to 
build or equip the Memor‘al Student. 
Center of Stout. 

(hat’s a fact which officials of the 
college hope that every taxpayer who 
inspects the beautiful new building 
and its splend’d furnishings will re- 
member. The structure was not con- 
structed from any tax aiypropriation 
by the legislature. 

Then who does pay for it? 

The answer: the students them- 
selves as they use it. Yes, by paying 
a $9.00 fee each semester, in accord- 
ance with the director of the Board 
of Regents of Wisconsin State Col- 
leges, and then by paying for meals 
and other services which the center 
provides, the young people who en- 
joy the building will amortize all costs 
over a period. 

-n addition to paying costs of the 
b ilding and equipment on the afore- 
mentioned bas’s, the center must at 
all times pay its own operating costs 
from its receipts. Few people realize 
that Stout, since 1917, has erected 
only one building on tax inoney—the 
very necessary and attractive library. 

Thus the original unit of the resi- 
dence hall for women, the additional 
wings, the men’s dorm to be started 
this summer—all are paid for by the 
students who occupy them. 

So when taxpayers admire the new 
Memorial student center and are im- 
pressed by the quality of its fu:nish- 
ings and equipment, college officials 
hope that they will keep in mind the 
fact that, no tax funds were used. in- 
stead, payment will be made by stu- 
dents who are enjoying the use of the 
building—over the years as they en- 
joy it. 


Lighting in the new student 
mem~-rial center will be both 
dec-rative and modern, as a 
great majority of the equip- 
ment. 


SPECIAL EQUIPMENT 
FEATURED IN UNION 


Varied indeed are these “special fa- 
cilities” which are available in the 
memorial student center to increase 
efficiency of operation and encourage 
students to use their new “home a- 
way from home.” 

Persons eating at the snack bar will 
receive rapid food service made pos- 
sible by the installation of such cook- 
ing equipment as the latest in high 
speed food ‘griddles and deep frying 
installations. 

Warm weather patrons will be es- 
pecially happy with a machine which 
provides cones and dishes of “soft” 
ice milk foods. Dispensers for milk, 
fruit drinks and carbonated beverages 
are also conveniently located. 

Most of the social areas of the 
building have hi-fi music piped in 
over a central sound system. The for- 
mal lounge provides its own hi-fi e- 
quipment for music lovers. An electric 
organ will prove particularly useful 
for large social events. } 

Conference groups and other orgam- 
izations meeting in the Memorial cen- 
ter need not conduct the usual search 
for movie projectors, screens and sim- 
ilar meeting requirements. Ordered 
for the center have been motion pic- 
ture projectors, screens, slide projec- 
tors, sound amplifiers—plus curtains 
to darken rooms for proper showing 
of films and other audio-visual mater- 


ials. 

Delivery will soon be made on ex- 
terior equipment designed to “dress 
up” the outside appearance of the 
building. This week it is hoped that 
196° landscape plantings will arrive. 

The two patios which students will 
use for outdoor eating and relaxation.
